Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 

U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 

Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Eitzen (US 6,200,065). 

Regarding claim 1, Eitzen discloses a portable vibratory concrete screed, 
portable vibratory screed (50), comprising: 

a vibratory assembly, seen as vibration assembly (110), including an 
eccentric weight, disclosed in column 5 lines 27-37, coupled to a screed blade, 
seen as blade (76), and 

a blade adapter assembly, seen as clamps (92, 94, 95), capable of 
attaching to multiple screed blade arrangements, and; 

a handle assembly, seen as handlebar assembly (150), coupled to a 
power platform assembly, seen as internal combustion engine (135); 

a motor mount assembly, seen as motor (130), and 

a collapsible handle bar assembly, seen as kickstand (170) (disclosed as 
collapsible in column 6, lines 19-24).
